GS R. 379.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following lutes further to 
amend the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1961, 
munely: 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Indian Eco¬ 
nomic Service Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Economic Service Rules, 1961, in 
mb-tule (i) of rule 8, in clause) s),— 

(1) for sub-clause (ii), the following shall be 
substituted namely:— 

“not more than 40% (1-8-81) of the vacancies 
in this grade shall be Med by selection 
from among Officers serving in office* 
under the Government in Economic posts 
recognised for this purpose by the Con¬ 
trolling Authority who sfaaH prepare a list 
of such posts in consultation whh the com¬ 
mission. The Controlling Authority in 
consultation vrth the commission and to 
modify the list from time to time. The 
selection will be made from amongst those 
who have completed at least 7 years of 
service on a regular basts m these posts 
on tire basis of merit with dee regard to 
senioritv by the Controlling Authority on 
the advice of the Commission. 

Provided that if any junior person in an 
office under the Government % eligible 
and is considered for selection for upixrnt- 
ment against these vacancies, all persons 
senior to hiur in that office shall also be 
so considered notwithstanding (fiat they 
may not Rave rendered 7 veazs of ser¬ 
vice on a regular basis in their posts.

3. Now, therefore, in terms of clause (f) of the 
said GOI Notification dated 1-1-1974, the Reserve 
Bank of Ind : a hereby grams a general permission to 
an exporter resident in India, to expert replacement 
goods, strictly in accordance with the provisions of 
para 11.9 of the Exim Policy without furnishing to the 
prescribed authority a declaration in the prescribed 
form stipulated in the said Notification.
